Goldfield, Nev., Oct. 22.—As the 
date of the opening of the Walker 
River Indian reservation approaches 
all Nevada is in a ferment of excite¬ 
ment, and 4,000 prospectors and 
mining men are camped on the bord¬ 
ers of the reserve, awaiting 12 
o’clock of Monday, October 29 th, the 
hour and the date set by proclama¬ 
tion of the President for the formal 
opening of the reservation. 

This number will be augmented by 
other thousands as the fame of the 
Walker River Indian reservation as a 
rich mineral bearing region has 
spread far and wide. Even before 
the tract was set aside for the Indi¬ 
ans, rich mines were being worked 
in various ports of what is now the 
reserve, and while under their own¬ 
ership the Indians have worked sev¬ 
eral smaller mines and prospects to 
great advantage. 

Every mining man that has passed 
through the reservation 1ms been 
made aware of the riches of the re¬ 
gion from samples of tree gold ore 
that the Indians have in their pos¬ 
session, and this land has for years 
been coveted by the white# as mining 
territory. 

The Goldfield News, the leading 
paper of Southern Nevada, came out 
in a leading editorial yesterday, 
charging conspiracy on the part of 
Government officials in securing in 
advance the best of the mineral 
lands of the reservation for them¬ 
selves and their friends. The News 
says that a small army of favored 
ones have been on the reservation for 
months, armed with permits and that 
they had the aid of the Indians, 
through bribery, in locating the most 
valuable mineral deposits. A dozen 
Goldfield mining men, with personal 
and political pull, have had their 
prospectors on the reservation for 
some time, and they make no secret 
of the fact. 

Knowing these facts the people of 
this seciton are greatly aroused and 
are determined that they will not 
permit their rights to equal show oti 
the reservation to lie stolen from 
them. Hundreds of miners have left 
Goldfield for Walker camp. They go 
in parties and all are heavily armed. 
They expect bloodshed. They will 
not recognize any location stakes 
found on any claim at the noon hour 
of the opening day, and they will re¬ 
spect the claims of no man found on 
the ground before that hour.

The Wrestling >lnlehes Between Wa¬ 
ll'cn In Japan. 

Describing a wrestling match be 
tween women in .Japan, n writer says, 
“Tlie wrestlers arranged themselves in 
two sides, each led by a captain. They 
sat cross legged around the platform 
in the dirt, all hut the two chosen to 
begin, who advanced into the center 
with the umpire. They squatted upon 
their feet and bowed to each other 
slowly and solemnly. Politeness tints 
being fulfilled, they stood up again and 
bent over opposite one another like 
two gamecocks, watching Intently for 
a chance to seize an advantage. Pur 
lug the preliminaries the audience was 
tense with expectation. Then suddenly 
the women sprang, hissing at eaeii 
other furiously and gnashing their 
teeth, at first by simulating ferocity to 
spur themselves up to greater excite 
ment, but. after a few clutches, in 
deadly feminine earnest, the umpire 
meanwhile buzzing elose to them as 
they swayed around the narrow ring. 

“Any and all holds seemed fair means 
to the end of pushing a combatant over 
the edge. Sometimes with a clean 
throw one woman landed her opponent 
sprawling, in the midst of her friend* 
Ibis was the signal for the umpire to j 
begin. ‘Ilitotsii. futatsu, mitsu, yotsu. 
Itsusu’ (one, two. three, four, five), in 
a series of irregular and disconnected 
squeaks, and before he ceased count 
ing another wrestler from the losing 
side Jumped up to meet the champion, 
who stood panting, hissing and spitting 
like a boiling kettle in the center of the 
arena.

Marseilles, Franco, Oct. 18 .—Mail 
advices which reached here today 
from Indo-China brought another 
and more revolting story of the do¬ 
ings of King Thanh-Thai of Annam, 
showing that he went to the extent 
of cannibalism. After killing one of 
his wives, he caused the body to be 
cooked, and served for dinner, forc¬ 
ing his entourage to eat it under 
pain of death. Some of the King’s 
wives were bound and burned with 
boiling oil and subjected to other 
cruelties, while naked women were 
; thrown into the cages with the beasts 
where they were devoured before 
the eyes of the King. Finally the 
French authorities stepped in and 
made a prisoner of Thanh-Thai, who 
has been adjudged insane by Dr. Du¬ 
mas, of the French colonial staff. 

“The royal guard” has been dis¬ 
banded, the palace has been placed 
under tV protection of 150 native 
soldiers and the terror-stricken In¬ 
mates of the palace have been res¬ 
cued from further suffering. The 
majority of the latter were women 
who bore the marks of revolting tor¬ 
tures. Some of them were terribly 
mutilated, their faces being slashed 
and tongues cut out, while others 
had been suspended by pinchers at¬ 
tached to the fleshy parts of their 
legs to increase their agonies.
